Science is making itself o-bnoxioxis 


As if it were not enough, to discover j 
to a germ-fearing- world that there are 
•microbes in kisses, it now declares that 
love is itself a disease. It adds, more- 
over, that the lover, whom all man- 
kind has held in tender esteem, is n 
I'bcing almost as- unsound and out of 
health, in body and mind, as a person 
with paresis. Love may be caught, like 
measles or pneumonia, by exposure to 
pertniu influences when the system is 
run down or exhausted. With all the 
gravity that medical language can. 
throw around a simple statement, sci- 
ence describes love us a fever, a mal- 
tK.lj" of the human tissues, with well- 
recognized symptoms and often mortal 
results, and may be treated from the 
materia medica like any other illness. 


This discovery means cruelty to many 


individual feminine hopes. Man,is not 
often in a condition to fall in love; he 
JK too healthy during the greater part 
of his life. 
So, instead of expecting 


that any male person who comes her 
way may be struck with desire for her, 
agirl hereafter will know that only men 
who happen to see her first when they 
are in a rare, peculiar state are likely 
to take the fever. How much that re- 
duces a girl's chances of marriage may 
l>n imagined when, under the old sup- 
position that every man was a possible 
husband, a girl could not count on more 
than one chance rn, 3,000. 


But about the new discovery. When 


ifrs. Keis drowned herself in the Park 
reservoir Dr. Nagle, the eminent stu- 
dent, of oaxises of suie.ide, told a Press 
reporter that love is a morbid-state— 
a state of sickness. This theory lias 
been accepted by many physicians 
since a scholarly Frenchman, Dr. Janet, 
published "L'Automatismc Psychique" 
n few weeks ago. It is n. theory easily 
justified from 
what medicine has 


learned in the last ten years through 
discoveries in bacteriology and physio- 
logical chemistry. 
Dr. Van 
Oieson, 


chief of the new pathological institute 
of the New York state lunacy commis- 
sion/ is conducting that great labora- 
tory on the belief that disease in gen- 
eral is due to toxic, or poisonous, secre- 
tions in, the body. Ho and' his staff 
are studying dementia 
particular!}-. 


They are analyzing -the. secretions of 
several insane patients in the hope of 
isolating an organic poison which is 
supposed to be at the bottom of tl'« 
difficulty. 


Dr. Janet asserts in. his new treatisp 


that "We can. only fall In. love at spe- 
cial moments, when we are in a peculiar 
condition. When a man is fit and well, 
morally and physically, he can expose 
himself to the most inflammatory cir- 
cumstances, but he won't fall in love. 
But if he is fatigued or intellectually 
overworked or upset toy grief or trou- 
ble, 
played out, sad,, absent-minded, 


nervous, below par, he will fall in love 
on the most paltry provocation. Afacc, 
a gesture, a word, takes him and is 
the germ of a long, amorous com- 
plaint." 


"First," continues Dr. Janet, "there 


is, as in all virulent maladies, a period 
of incubation. 
The new 
idea flits 


vaguely through the dreams of en- 
feebled consciousness, then seems to 
depart; but it )uis done its work and 
provoked actions whose origin is not. 
in the personal consciousness." These 
•actions generally' are sufficient to give 
ground for a breach of promise suit if 
not adhered to. In support of the sug- 
gestion that love comes like a disease, 
Dr. Janet cites this; 


"What is the amazement of a man 


of intelligence when he comes pitiably 
to himself under the window of his lady, 
p-hither his wandering steps uncon- 
sciously have led him? What is the sur- 
prise of a clever man, when, in the midst 
of work he hears his lips ceaselessly 
murmur n name, always the same 
.no-inc?" He holds, in short, that we are 
automatic when we are in love, and 
.are out of our own control, as though 
we were highly intoxicated, or had 
delirium, or some fever. 


"Such," goes on Dr. Janet, "is real 


passion, not as idealized in fantastic 
descriptions, but as reduced to its es- 
sential psychological symptoms? Nov- 
elists hare deceived' us about love. So 
for the most part have poets, though 
some have come near to forestalling 
science. 
"Love is like a dizziness," 


says one, and another observes: "Who 
loves, raves—'tis youth's frenzy." His- 
torians give strong evidence in favor of 
the new theory. They relate that- nl- 
.though -Alexand'er was fit and well (his 
father wanted to enter him in 
the 


Olympic game's), he despised women. 
Prince Charlee, according to Lord El- 
cho, "had a body made for -war." but 
women invariably bored him. 


Everybody knows that love is epi- 


demic in spring. It comes just as inevi- 
tably as that tired feeling—in fact, that 
tired, played-out feeling seems to be 
the promotive caisfie. 
One's blood is 


.at its worst then; one's entire system is 
nt a low ebb; melancholia and malaria 
are more prevalent, and suicides, from 
discouraged} love- or mental depression, 
due to physical illness, become numer- 
ous. 
But in summer the health im- 


proves. Is that why seaside flirtations 
are seldom serious wooliug? Yos, if 
one accepts the. new theory that, love 
is a morbid condition, due to u. microbe 
or n rlamatrnd nprv.- < r-11.—N. Y. Prr"";

A short while agj. the..0anadiau.par- 


liament passed an act by which mining

Navigation on lake Michigan is never 


closed. Steamers:,run: back and forth: 
.cross the lake and,between the' ports 
f the west shore of the lake duringthe 
ntire winter with remarkable regular.*, 
ty. The first attempts at -winter nayi- 
Tation on the translate routes ^were 
made by the Detroit & Milwaukee Bail- 
oad company and by the now defunct 
"iugelmann Transportation company 
many years ago, and the success of win- 
er ventures became established as the 
haracter of the steamers was improved. 
nd developments were made in marine 
enginery, Now winter navigation pro- 
ceds almost uninterruptedly, and the 
neSv car ferries steam back and forth 
with little regard for weather or for 
ce. The success, of the car ferries on 
iake Michigan and the car ferry which 


defies winter in the Straits of Mackinac 
s probably the cause of the announce-: 
ment that negotiations are in progress 
ooking to the construction of ice- 
>reaking freight steamers that will en- 
able their owners to keep them in com- 
mission on the Lake Superior and lower 
.ake route during the winter. There- 
port is without foundation. 


There is a vast difference between 


the navigation of Lake Michigan from 
one shore to the other, and along its 
west shore, and the navigation of the 
jreat lakes throughout their lengths 
and through the interlake channels. Ice 
breaking is expensive, and occasionally 
the ice floes defy the crushing powers of 
the best of the so-called ice breakers. 
One of the car ferries was recently 
stalled by a floe near Menominee, which 
defied not only the steamer, but the 
explosive power of dynamite. 
The 


trouble of winter navigation on the 
chain, of lakes would occur in the inter- 
lake channels and in-the canals. Ow- 
ing to' the clogging effects of the ice it 
would be almost impossible to operate 
canals during midwinter. 


Another nnd a very serious bar to 


general lake navigation in winter is the 
prevalence 
of snowstorms, during 


which nothing whatever can be seen. 
Snow is more obstructive to the sight 
than fog, and during a driving snow- 
storm it is impossible to see anything 
ahead, even in the daytime. Winter 
navigators on Lake Michigan, who are 
never out of sigh't of land for any great 
length of. time, experience their chief 
annoyance from the snowstorms. They 
manage to steam into port when snow 
is flying thick, because of their famil 
iarity with the route, but they occa- 
sionally- get into trouble while they are 
wrapped in "the tumultuous privacy oi 
the storm." 


It does not follow, by any means, that 


because winter navigation is success- 
ful on Lake Michig-nn it can he mnde 
successful in the upper and lower lake 
service.—Milwaukee VI isconsin.
